and piers it is but a few minutes' 
cruise to the Gulf Stream. 


Fishing is the sport closest to the 
heart of the president-elect. 


When he feels like a battle with 


the gamesters of the deep—the sail- 
fish, barracuda, swordfish, tarpoon 
or tuna.—he need walk only a few 
steps, board a waiting boat and in 
a jiffy be at the fishing grounds. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoover and 
the 


presidential party are within five 
minutes by water or highway from 
the bathing beaches, golf courses or 
polo fields. Yet they may enjoy as 
close seclusion as if Belle Isle were 
in some far-off inlet of the Carib- 
bean instead of in the lee of Miami 
Beach.

For 
the South, with its moun- 
tains and its valleys, and re- 
sulting swift and 
husky 


streams and rivers, is going 
in rather extensively for wa- 
ter-power development. The 
South is fond of power. It 
needs power; and as time 
goes on, can use more .and 
more. For staggering as has 
been the progress 
of the 


South during the past six 
decades, it is but a beginning 
—a forewarning 
of

greatness to follow."

war pact by the senate is an 
occasion for 
gratification 


among peace advocates not 
for its mechanics which may 
prove, as many senators pre- 
dict, a lot of "pooh-pooh," 
but) because its psychology 
is in the direction of peace 
and against war. 


Conceived by Briand, the 


Frenchman, the pact, now 
signed by all but sixty na- 
tions, has had a 
valient 


champion, Senator 
Borah 


under whose leadership the 
senate gave its sanction. In 
essence it pledges the signa- 
tories not to use war to set- 
tle international differences 
It does not bind them against 
war in self-defense and it 
grants each nation the right 
to determine what is self- 
defense, 
a rather inviting 


loophole for militaristic na- 
tions. No penalties are in- 
volved for breach of treaty 
save world condemnation. 


From the treaty itself pel-- 


haps not a great deal can 
be expected, but it is wel- 
come and the senate's action 
is worthy because from it 
that body may increase its 
strength to the point where 
in time it will as it must, sub- 
scribe to the covenant of the 
League 
of Nations which 


today is the 
most hopeful 


instrument for world peace 
in the history of mankind. 


Reactionary senators may 


find in a little while that ap- 
proval of an anti-war pact 
does not sour the cream for 
their coffee or give the 
cat convulsions. Eventually 
then they may assure them- 
selves that sitting at the ta- 
ble of the League may not 
be such a frightful experi- 
ence after all.

on Governor Dan Moody, then at- 
torney general, at the time of the:

She was a former student of the

had been secretly married to Otis 
Rogers, young Amarillo attorney. 
He came to Austin to defend net-

territory adjoining Kerens, but per- 
sistent attempts arc being made to 
encourage dairy farming, the nni- 
mal having been secured from a 
tested herd at, A. and M. Co/leg", 
and the bull is owned by the cham- 
ber of commerce. 


When poultry is mentioned, the 


Kerens folk have a different story 
to tell. 
It is estimated by those

ly $550 n week. That poultry can 
and will pay has been demonstrat- 
ed beyond any question of doubt 
by the farmers of Kerens. 


It has also ben shov?n that dairy-

W. J. Rhodes, living four miles 
northeast of Kerens, supplied his 
family with milk and butter last 
year, in addition to making a prof- 
it of $97 from one cow.

Feedstuffs Short. 


In the past Kerens has suffered 


somewhat by reason of an insuffi- 
cient supply of fedstuffs; that is, 
not enough feed has been produced 
in the community. The chinch 
has been a 
factor 
to deal with 


.along this line, but progress has 
been made in reducing the ravages 
of the pest to a minimum. 


A new experiment in tenancy is 


being put into operation 
in 
th>.' 


Kerens area. Tenants are being in- 
duced to plani one-half of the laivl 
in cotton. t'O other half in feud. 
The landlord gets one-lialf of the 
cotton crop and he obligates u!ni- 
self to provide storage for feed, in 
addition to furnish fencing for a 
reasonable amount 
of livestock. 


This is having a tendency to in- 
crease Kerens' supply of feed; in- 
cidentally, it has brought about a 
desirable gain in live stock.
